The  naoo  appears  to  bo  of  Cierraan 
origin,  and  has  been  spoiled  in  various  wsys.  lilitsEry  records  show  the  nane 
asllagel,  l^iigel  mr}  Iluzel,   as  well  as  Ilaigal.  The  family  sijell  it  as  lakel. 
If  Godlo-ve  was  European  born,  there  are  likely  no  otliers  by  tlds  naiae  in  the 
western  world.  If  he  was  bom  in  Airsrica,   and  had  relatives  there,  the  narae 
as  recorded  above  imist  be  a  corruption.  Similar  names  appearing  in  the  Census 
of  l^w  Yorlz  for  1790  are  I-ferkle,  lilchael,  liLckell,  lUckle,  lickles  and  iiickle. 
The  census  of  1790  for  the  State  of  Vermont  shows  an  Ejsekiel  >H.ghBll  as  a 
resident  of  the  Town  of  V/allingford,  Hutland  County. 

Godlove  I^Jlkel  enlisted  in  the  2nd  Battalion  of  the  l\ing*8  Boyal  RegijniGait  of 
Hew  York  on  27  <7une,  1783*  ^S-s  name  does  not  appear  in  the  list  of  his  Batt- 
alion which  occupied  Oswego  a»i  which  rebuilt  For-t  PVontenac.  It  in,  therefore, 
assumed  that  he  ronained  in  ^\iebec,   and  that  he  was  discharg;ed  there  on  2h  Dec., 
1783.  He  did  not  settle  with  his  S«btalion  in  F^rederid  sburgfh  in  June,  173h. 
He  appears  to  hawe  ascended  the  St,  Lawrence  shortly  after,   and  to  have  settled 
in  Ar»liasburf^h  Township,  with  a  Ifew  years  residence  in  Fredericksburg  Town- 
ship. Ife  married  there  on  Monday,  2  January,  1789,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John 
lott,  a  loyalist  who  came  in  after  the  Iteace.
